1, On 9 April 1952 the Central Supply and Service Command received 620 
jeeps in Peiping. These jeeps were ordered from the USSR in September 
1951, Sixty of them were retained for use by the Revolutionary 
‘Military Council and Chinese Communist Army Headquarters. The 
remainder were for various field army headquarters or specialized 
army group headquarters as replacements for worn-out American jeeps 
now used by commanding officers and their staffs. 


2, These Soviet jeeps were model GAZ-67B, each costing JMP 40,000,000.
